SOMe TNS? INDEPENDENT THINKING IN THE CURRENT FOREIGN MINISTERS TALKS. 

SN THE TIME OF THE FOURTH REPUBLIC FRENCH DELEGATIONS, RARELY 
SURE HOW LONG THEIR GOVERNMENTS WOULD LAST, WERE RELATIVELY QUIET 
SR AST-WEST CONFERENCES. THEY TOOK BACK SEATS. 

PRESIDENT DE GAULLE'S FIFTH REPUBLIC IS DIFFERENT. 

DE GAULLE IS WORKING TO ADVANCE HIS REBORN NATION INTO A POSITION 
OF NEW RESPECT IN INTERNATIONAL COUNCILS. 

HIS SCHOLARLY FOREIGN MINISTER, MAURICE COUVE DE MURVILLE, HAS 
ALREADY MADE IT CLEAR THAT FRANCE IS AT ONCE THE LEAST FLEXIBLE AND 
LEAST OPTIMISTIC OF THE WESTERN BIG THREE AT GENEVA. 

THIS COULD SPELL TROUBLE IN WESTERN RANKS AS THE TALKS WITH THE 

T UNION PROGRESS. 
OV ET SP NIEAST TWO OCGASIONS FRANCE HAS SHOWN SHE IS DOING HER OWN 

NKING AT GENEVAS 
THINKING TN COUVE DE MURVILLE ARRIVED HERE SATURDAY HE TOOK THE 
LEAST ROSY VIEW OF ANY OF HIS COLLEAGUES ON CONFERENCE PROSPECTS. 
HE MENTIONED FORMIDABLE DIFFICULTIES AND SAID NOTHING WOULE BE

MOSCOW SINGLED OUT COUVE DE MURVILLE’S STATEMENT FOR RETORT, AND

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THE QUESTION WAS RESOLVED WITHOUT ANY SUCH THEATRICS. BUT NO

CONCERNING EUROPEAN SECURITY MEASURES, ONE OF THE EXPECTED KEY

BEFORE COMING TO GENEVA, COUVE DE MURVILLE RAN DOWN A LIST OF 
DISENGAGEMENT PROPOSALS AND THEIR VARIATIONS. HE TOSSED THEM INTO 
ONE BAG AND SAID WITH A TOUCH OF SARCASM:

COUVE DE MURVILLE MADE IT CLEAR HE WOULD COLD-SHOULDER THE
